Beit  enabled  by  the  Senate  and 
House  oj  Representatives  of  the  V- 
nited  States  of  America,  in  Congress 
assembled,  1 hat  the  fecretary  for 
the  department  of  Hate  be,  and  he 
hereby  is  authorifed  and  empowered  to 
procure  four  hundred  copies  of  the  Laws 
of  the  United  States:  one  hundred  co 
pies  of  Which  Ihall  be  diftvibuted  in  jufl 
proportions  in  the  territory  of  Orleans 
and  diftrict  of  Louisiana ; the  other 
three  hundred  copies  to  be  relcived  lor. 
the  difpofal  of  Congrefs. 

Sec.  i.  And  be  it  fttrtbcr  enabled, 
That  one  thoufand  copies  ot  the  Laws 
of  the  U nitfcd  States  which  fhall  be  print- 
ed at  the  dole  ol  each  felfion  (hall  be 
referved  for  the  iil'poHl  of  Congrefs, 
and  that  the  didvibution  of  the  remain- 
der Hull  be  extended  to  the  territory  of 
Orleans  and  didricl  ot  Lou  liana,  and 
to  fuch  other  territories  as  are  or  may 
hereafter  be  ellablilhcd,  in  the  fame 
manner  and  proportion  as  is  already  pro- 
vided by  law  for  distributing  them  among

But  we  are  induced  to  leek  the  caule

ed witli  their  own  concerns,  to  mind  what 
they  efteem  relative  to  mankind  in  gene- 
ral. 

Should  the  Lottery  be  carried  into  ex- 
ecution, it  cannot  fail  of  being  a great 
advantage  to  our  Hate;  but  more  par- 
ticularly to  the  town  of  Lexington. 
When  we  view'  the  immenfe  expence 
that  America  has  been  at  fending ’ierlbn. 
to  Europe  formerly,  the  prefent  fouvee

The  expellees  calculated  are  not  ex- 
aggerated. They  are  fuch  as  are  known 
at  prclcnt  to  be  paid  by  medical  (ludents 
in  this  place. 

Admitting  it  would  not  increafe  the 
wealth  of  tills  place  to  edablifh  here  a 
medical  fche.ol  (which  we  will  not  grant 
dees  nnt  what  re  ates  to  the  welfare  ot 
thebody  delcrve  our  immediate  concern  ?
